2. I distinctly renenber a letter that was processed in the section 
some time late in 1943 or early 1944, signed by Seyss-Inquart and addressed ethe 
to Hirmler or Kaltenbrunner, It was in the form of a report on the progress of 
his administration of the Netherlands. In this letter ip vas stated that on the 
whole everything in Holland was going according to plan and that he had progresse 
further with measures in Holland than was the case in Gerieny, and “hat he would 
consider it right if his measures were A T for Germany, too.
